Tones Of Long Ago 


The phonograph was a modern miracle introduced in an era 
when electronic devices virtually were unknown. 


It was such a curiosity that in 1895 the phonograph was 
presented ‘‘in concert.’’ much in the manner of a singing 
star. Billed as *'the Instrument that Sings.’’ admission to the 
concert was 25 cents for adults, 15 cents for children. 


In an era of mass communications and moon walks it. is 
almost impossible to imagine the appeal of a talking ma- 
chine, *‘Which can be heard distinctly by audiences of 1,500 
people sitting as in an ordinary concert. 


A book, written in French by Cyrano de Bergerac and trans- 
lated into English by A. Lovell in 1687 foretold the event of the 
talking machine as part of an account of the writer's travels 
in ‘‘The Sun and Moon.’ ‘It was a strange book that had neither 
leaves nor letters. In fine, it was a book made wholly for the 
2ars and not for the eyes. 


so that you never want for the company of.all the 
great men living and dead, who entertain you with living 
voices. 


Historical records are disappointingly few. however, con- 
sidering that recordings could have been made of nearly half 
our presidents, when in actuality President William Mc- 
Kinley was the first to be recorded. Imagine the value of An 
original recording of President Lincoln delivering his Gettys- 
burg Address. 


Probably the most interesting and sought after recordihg 
of historical significance is one made by General John -J. 
Pershing, ‘‘From the Battlefields of France,’ recorded by 
Columbia on a Nation's Forum label. This record was made 
in 1918. Its flip side contains an address by former United 
States ambassador to Germany. James W. Gerard. 


In the beginning days of the ‘phonograph, people were 
enamored with the recorded voice. Some thought it would ze 
useful to preserve the last words of dying persons. Len S 
cer, first world-famous recording artist. died in 1914 an his 
recorded voice was heard reciting the Twenty-third Psalm 
and the Lord’s Prayer at his funeral. 


As early as 1890 a Captain Frank Cunningham of Rich- 
mond, Va., suggested singing at his own funeral. Cunning- 
ham, a tax collector. often sang at funerals and announced 
plans to sing at his own. *‘When the time comes the machine 
can be taken to the church and my songs delivered just as Jif 
I were alive,’ he wrote. A kind of immortality was envi- 
sioned with the phonograph. 


Perhaps it was achieved, for today's collectors are seeking 
and preserving the early cylinders and disks. Whatever your 
taste there is a kind of record to match it. Opera recordings 
are a popular category. Even in its earliest s, the phono- 
graph was used for educational purposes and ‘this j is another 
collecting specialty. Humor, marching bands, early jazz, 
novelties and concert music are among those that are still 
plentiful for the collector interested in preserving a bit of 
Americana.

How to Play Records 
with Record Changers 


Sh their delicate nature, it becomes apparent that records were 
£ originally designed and developed to be played singly and not piled 
one On top of the other. However, when we consider the convenience 
(not to mention the commercial aspects of record production) we rec- 
Ognize the necessity for the development of the ‘automatic record 
player” or record changer. 


While it is true that most, if not all, of the older record changers 
posed some serious problems of distortion and varying stylus pressures 
and tracking angles, some of today’s better units have in a large measure 
remedied these problems. Nevertheless, we are still faced with the prob- 
lem of groove damage caused by one record dropping on another while 
the turntable is rotating. This damage is vastly increased by the abrasive 
action of dirt, dust and grit, which may be lodged in the grooves of either 
or both records. 


It is essential to reduce this “wear and tear” to a minimum. The 
obvious solution is to remove all possible dirt, dust and grit before stack- 
ing. This is best accomplished by properly cleaning each record (on both 
sides) before playing. Fortunately, slitting the sleeve as previously de- 
scribed facilitates the cleaning process. For all we need do now 1s to place 
the record in its sleeve on a clean surface, open the sleeve, clean one side 
with either the Preener, Manual Parastat or Hi Fi Parastat, turn it over 
and clean the other side and then place it on the Record Changer spindle. 
In this manner we minimize the problem of record changer stacking. 


How to Store Records 


DEALLY, records should be stored in a closed cabinet, where the humid- 
A ity can be controlled. If a sufficient degree of humidity is maintained in 
the cabinet, we will be able to avoid some of more harmful aspects of 
Static electricity. The installation of some form of atmospheric humidifier 
which can maintain the moisture in the cabinet at a 75/80% relative 
humidity will maintain records which have been inerted of static charge 
free of static. 


Additionally, records should be arranged vertically, with the open 
ends of the jackets toward the back of the cabinet. Further, any open 
space between the records should be filled with books, or similar objects 
so that the records are kept upright under gentle pressure. In this way 
we prevent warpage. 


Lastly, records should never be stored where excess temperatures 
can result. Storage of records in direct sunlight can easily warp records. 


Remember, records like people, function best under moderate tem-
